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The State is considering giv- 
ing Euclid Avenue back to Up- 
land and letting the city solve 
its own gravel truck problem, 
“‘That’s one alternative that is 
open to us,”” said R, BE, Deffe- 
baugh, district engineer of the 
San Bernardino District, Cali- 
fornia Division of Highways, 

Deffebaugh said in a telephone 
interview Monday that hia depart- 
ment feels they must honor the 
guidelines, policies and proced- 
ures set down by the state for 
signing speed limita on Euclid 
Avenue as long as it i# a state 
highway, ““We feel the limits are 
reasonable,” the district engin- 


eer said, “If we give up here, 
we would have to forfeit our pro- 
cedures in other areas, anc we 
would end up with no reasonable 
guideline, We are very reluctant 
to do that,”” he said, 

Residents of Euclid Avenue 
north of Foothill Boulevard have 
complained of the noise and nui- 
gance of the gravel trucks travel- 
ing from the gravel pits north of 
the city to the San Bernardino 
Freeway by way of Euclid Ave- 
nue, Strong protests from those 
residents have prompted the City 
Council to attempt to have the 
speed limit on Euclid Avenue 
lowered, 
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Deffebaugn said Jerry Russell, 
liaison between the Division of 
Highways and the two bodies of 
the Legislature, is trying to ar- 
range a meeting between Sena- 
tor William Coombs, Assembly- 
man John Quimby, a represen- 
tative from James Moe, direc- 
tor of public works’ office, pos- 
sibly Deffebaugh, and one or 
more representatives from the 
city of Upland, 

The outcome of that meeting 
will probably be to turn that 
portion of State Roure #83, Eu- 
clid Avenue, north of Foothill 
Boulevard, back to the city of 
Upland, The city can do what it

For the past year Taunton has 
been serving as part time rec- 
reation director to the city, 

He has also been holding down 
another job to support his family 
and has reached a point, he said 
where he must either have a full 
time position in Upland or curtail 
his activities to the few hours 
each week for which he is paid, 
In his enthusiasm in creating the 
new programs for the recreation 
department, Taunton has found 
himself putting in more and r-ore 
hours on his Upland job, but re- 
ceiving only the part time salary 
previously agreed upon, 


In addition to creating recre- 
ation programs for the city, 
Taunton also administered the 
adult evening basketball night, 
weight training and wrestling 
programs which were funded by 
the Chaffey Union High School 
district, 

He assisted the Phillips Pe- 
troleum Industry in bringing the 
pitch, hit and throw program to 
local youngsters; he worked with 
the Kiwanis Club and its fifth and 
sixth grade basketball program, 
and with the Upland Breakfast Li- 
ons Club in its fourth, fifth and 
sixth grade bicycle rodeo, 


He also is coordinating the 
junior high school inter-school 
athletic program which operates 
after school throughout the year 
and is funded by the Upland Ele- 
mentary School District,

a recreation director should do 
to organize recreation through- 
out the community, adding assist- 
ance to clubs, schools, business 
and private groups, according to 
Taunton, “‘I have been able to 
work in this direction this year,” 
he said, ‘*by putting in close to 
full-time hours, But if | am not 
placed on a full time basis prior 
to the beginning of this year’s 


budget sessions in January, | 
will be unable to continue to of- 
fer this wide range of community 
activities, 

The recreation director said 
he has great interest in com- 
munity programs, but has been 
unable to get them underway due 
to lack of time, He said the pro- 
grams have been outlined as a

Most of these programs would

new recreation building to be 
built by next summer,

PUC studies 
Gas Co. raise 


LOS ANGELES - South- 
ern California Gas Com- 
pany’s request for a $64.- 
24 million annual rate in- 
crease isfourtosixtimes 
higher than the staff of the 
California Public Utili- 
ties Commission will 
recommend, according to 
exhibits and testimony 
prepared by the staff for 
introduction into public 
hearings on the matter, 

The PUC staff contends 
that the gas company’s 
current return on its in- 
vestment is 6.9% now and 
recommends that this 
be raised to a point inthe 
7.65% to 7.95% range. 

The gas company 
claims its present return 
is only 4,64% and seeks 
rates it says will yeild 


8.5%. 

Bitte rences between 
the PUC staff estimate 
and the utility’s estimate 
of the present return 
earned by the company 
occur in approximating 
Southern California Gas 
Company’s rate base, op- 
erating expenses, and 
revenues, 

The PUC staff com- 
putes the utility’s rate 
base at a figure of $15,- 
891,000 lower than the 
company’ s. 

(Rate base is the ori- 
ginal cost of a utility’s 
facilities currently in 
use, minus depreciation, 
and is the figure to which 
its rate of return can be 
applied to reach the rea~- 
sonable dollar amount of 
revenues.) 

Reasonable operating 
expenses are computed 
by the PUC staff at a fig- 
ure $12,634,000 lower 
than the company’s fig- 
ure, 

Some of the major com- 
ponents of operating ex- 
penses disputed by the 
PUC staff are taxes, 
wages, charitable and po- 
litical contributions, 
sales promotion, and 
transmission and storage 
expenses, 

The staff also contends 
that the company is un- 
derestimating its current 
revenues by $3,837,000, 

Public hearings on the 
company’s application 
began October 27. Fur- 
ther hearings are sched- 
uled at least through De- 
cember 3,
